As we have urged in this department 
from time to time, handsome and effec- 
tive window displays are the cheapest 
and best advertising that any retailer 
can make use of. Many a smoker 
passes your store who may never have 
bought a penny’s worth from you, but 
who will some day be impressed with 
your constant energy and endeavor to 
make your windows attractive and 
catchy, or something in your window 
will appeal to him directly, and he will 
make his first purchase. Then, Mr. 
Retailer, it remains for you to do the 
rest.

The proper lighting of a display 
window at night is sometimes more im- 
portant than the display itself, and as 
we have previously advised and sug- 
gested, the light should be placed at 
the front of the window, or at the top, 
so as to shine directly on the goods, 
and not out into the street. Reflectors 
that will shut the glare off from those 
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who glance in at the window will show 
the goods off much better and in a 
more effective manner. Almost every 
man has probably noticed the extreme- 
ly handsome effect of an oil painting 
displayed in a window with a black 
background and the electric or gas 
lights being entirely concealed from 
the outside, and so arranged that the 
light is reflected directly on the picture, 
and thought it a tasty and strong ef- 
fect. The lighting of the average cigar 
store should have more consideration 
than is given the subject. A dull or 
dim light gives a store a dingy appear- 
ance, while the brilliantly illuminated 
store, with every other part thoroughly 
in keeping with it, will invite trade 
from across the street, and for blocks 
in each direction, in a most effectual 


manner.

Any retailer who desires to make 
use of this scheme could make a can- 
dle quite easily by melting up a lot of 
paraffine and pouring into a section of 
stove pipe, the wick previously having 
been adjusted through the center be- 
fore pouring the wax in. It would be 
much easier to take the candle out of 
the mould when cold if the mould is 
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made slightly larger at one end. Any 
tinner could make a tube to measure 4 
inches at one end and 4% inches at the 
other, and 18 or 20 inches long. The 
candle could, of course, be made any 
size desired, and the larger it is the 
longer it will burn.

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Chinese Introduced Cigarettes? 
6647 is my belief,” said an old resi- 
dent of New York, “that the 
Chinese were the first to smoke 
cigarettes in this part of the country. 
I remember the first Chinamen who 
came to New York some fifty odd 
years ago; they were the curiosities of 
the day, and with other small boys, I 
followed them about the streets in 
open-mouthed wonder. They wore the 
long flowing robes which have charac- 
terized the garments of the race for 
three thousand years, and the shining 
silk, queer felt shoes and long dangling 
queues were marvelous to the Ameri- 
can beholders. They carried fans in 
their hands, and whenever the sun 
shone too strongly they slapped them 
open, as they do on the comic opera 
stage, and shielded their faces, but 

never used them to create cooler air. 
“But it was the cigarette innovation 
that struck us with most awe. None 


of the Chinamen were engaged in the 
laundry business, as now, and the sale 


of tobacco, the strong Chinese variety, 
which resembles our Louisiana 
perique, and cigarettes, seemed to form 
their sole occupation. They kept little 
stands on the street corners, and there 
they would stand and roll cigarettes all 
day long, and smoke and puff them and 
blow the smoke through their nostrils, 
and make rings, and go through all the 
tricks of the fancy smoker until they 
had gotten the more daring to purchase 
their wares. 

“After that it became a fad, and the 
dandy of the day was the one ‘who 
could sport his eye-glass, rattan cane, 
pointed shoes and Chinese cigarette to 
effect the greatest show. I won’t say 
that it did not make a great many of 
the gentlemen of fashion very sick. 
They could smoke cigars, but the 
cigarette habit was a novelty then, and 
the veteran of to-day, who consumes 
half a dozen packages in twenty-four 
hours, would laugh at the amount of 
coughing and expectorating and un- 
easiness caused by the consumption of 
one of the slender articles brought 
over by our heathen friends. 


“Nowadays you can purchase the 
Chinese tobacco in as large quantities 
as you like anywhere down in the 
Chatham Square district. It has a pe- 
culiarly pungent smell, and once it as- 
sails your olfactories you will remem- 
ber it a lifetime. The inhabitants of 
Chinatown smoke it or their strong 
black cigars altogether, and stuff it 
into their pipe bowls as fast as each 
charge is consumed. 

“One of the most peculiar of the 
Chinese pipes, which you can see down 
on Mott or Pell or Doyers streets any 
day or night, is one that looks very 
much like an engineer’s’ oil can. It is 
all of metal and the stem resembles the 
spout. The base is an oblong square 
box, the stem fitting in the top and 
center, and is divided into three com- 
partments. The rear one, behind the 
stem, contains a little cell for fresh 
tobacco; the front contains another in 
which the tobacco is placed for smok- 
ing, but is first stuffed in a small cyl- 
inder to the larger receptacle below. 
Beneath the two cells is the little com- 
partment containing water, and this 
easily portable water pipe is very ex- 
tensively used. In fact, every China- 
man has one, though on the streets he 
is usually seen smoking the bamboo 
pipe with the little button bowl. 

“To clean one of the metallic water 
pipes is an operation which reminds 
one very much of that required to 
cleanse a Krag-Jorgensen rifle. It is 
taken all apart, with a good deal of 
noise like gun-cleaning, and it was 
this that was responsible for a hasty 
exit of a friend of mine from a Chinese 
house the other day. He had been at- 
tracted there by the number of articles 
written on Chinatown anent the Boxer 
troubles, and undertook to explore on 
his own account. He had gained a 
narrow hallway at No. 20% Pell street 
when the gleam of metal and an 
ominous clicking reached his ear, and 
without waiting for further investica- 
tion he got down the stairs three at a 
jump. When he went back with a mis- 
sion guide he found out his mistake 
and bought half a dozen useless Chi- 
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nese trinkets to ‘square’ himself. But 
these pipes do look like infernal ma- 
chines, and I’ve no doubt that any 
Chinaman who had sense enough could 
bluff a regiment of hoodlums with a 
good show of metal water pipes. They 
are most dangerous-looking imple- 
ments.” 


Smoking at Atlantic City. 


6s O you know,” said a well known 
man to the writer recently, “I 
haven’t had a decent smoke 
since I’ve been here at Atlantic City? 
I’ve tried pipe, cigar and cigarette— 
and one’s as bad as the other.

Miscellaneous Musings. 

HE exhibit of American tobacco, 
Paris Exposition, embracing sev- 
eral hundred bunches, has proba- 

bly never before been equalled in any 
international exposition. The French 
customs officers were astounded when 
they first saw it. A remarkable variety 
of leaf—in size, color and quality—is 
to be found in this collection. Florida 
sends quantities of fine Cuban tobacco, 
not over twelve or fifteen inches long. 
Porto Rico, Connecticut, Southern 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio are 
well represented. And from Virginia, 
North Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Wisconsin and Texas come stalks that 
are two or three feet long. A good 
deal of the latter furnishes the negro 
and Italian laborer in America with 
plug and smoking tobacco. But all of 
the leaf shown is suitable for exporta- 
tion. 

Why is it we have but one man in 
fifteen on the tobacco jury, and he is a 
Cuban who has lived for many years in 
Paris, and boasts that he never sold or 
used a leaf of American tobacco? He 
is, in short, the representative of the 
largest Cuban tobacco manufacturer, 
and from habit and interest inimical to 
American tobacco. Yet he has. had 
himself appointed as the only Ameri- 
can jurist, and this when our exhibit is 
finer than and probably as large as that 
of all other countries put together. 

The Syracuse Cigar and Tobacco 
Co. has decided to not remove their 
factory to Binghamton, N. Y., as they 
have settled their difference with the 
union. Possibly the threat had some- 
thing to do with bringing about the 
settlement and giving the company the 
union label to which they were entitled.

any other company. The promoters 
are not mentioned. Why not? 

In the manufacture of tobacco St. 
Louis has long led all the rest of the 
world. From the Missouri district, 
chiefly in its principal city, the Govern- 
ment draws far more revenue from to- 
bacco manufacturers than it does from 
any other quarter of the country. 

The cigar factories at Tampa, Fia., 
are all working up to the full limit, and 
show an enormous increase in business 
over any corresponding period of last 
year. The importations of tobacco by 
the many factories are very heavy. 

Mrs. C. Brinkmann, who keeps a 
cigar store at 1317 Myrtle avenue, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., was arrested recently 
on complaint of Internal Revenue Col- 
lector Moore, charged with having in 
her possession five empty cigar boxes 
on which the stamps had not been can- 
celed.
